prior to 1S75, when the 70 cent ta^c was 
enforced, the number of illicit stills 
seized was insignificant. 


It was further shown that with the 


present population of 71,000,000, based 
upon the average amount of tax col- 
lected per capita, a 70-cent tux would 
realize $82,400,000, which is a larger 
sum than has been collected from any 
internal revenue tax in the country.

Topeka, Kan., Feb. 17.—By a unani- 


mous vote the senate adopted the con- 
current resolution proposed by United 
States Senator-elect Harris, declaring 
the proposed arbitration treaty be- 
tween this country and Great Britain 
to be neither necessary or wise and in- 
imical to the best interests of this gov- 
ernment, and also requesting the Kan- 
sas senators in. congress to strenuously 
oppose the measure. 


Tho resolution recites that this na- 


tion has maintained its independence 
for over 120 years successfully and 
honorably dealing with foreign nations 
and that though "Great Britain has 
been our Nemesis, with whom 
oui 


greatest contention has been," the hon- 
or of the natibn has ever been success- 
fully maintained, "without oppressing 
the sea with its ironclads and without 
a vast standing army to enforce its 
demands." 


There is now no pressing question 


demanding such a treaty, the resolu- 
tion asserts, and 
protest is made 


against committing the Monroe doc- 
trine, "so intensely American and so 
dear to our people" to the arbitration 
of other powers.

The receut contempt of court case in 


this city has attracted general attention 
in noweaper offices throughout the 
country, and has been the subject of 
much editorial comment. 


The Now York Journal, in its issue 


of February 14th, contained a lengthy 
editorial article on the matter. 
The 


Journal has ever opposed the idea of 
the court sitting in judgment on his 
own ease. 
The editorial alluded to is 


given in part below. The parta omitted 
are designated by "stars." This is be- 
cause a prominent attorney assured the

Times that they cast a reflection npoii 
the court, and that this paper, by re- 
publishiug the 
article, 
would 
be 


equally liable with the publisher of 
the Journal. 
As the Journal is circu- 


lated in Portsmouth, the editor of the 
paper will, no doubt, be cited to ap- 
pear before the common pleas court to 
answer to the charge of contempt. 


The article follows: 
"In view of the recently 
promul- 


gated theory of government by in- 
junction, the action of Jndge Milner, 
of Portsmouth, Ohio, in punishing a 
newspaper editor for so called contempt 
of court is more than ordinarily inter- 
esting. It appears that J. L. Patter- 
son, the editor of the 
Portsmouth 


(Ohio) Times, wrote aud published a 
rasping criticism of one of Judge Mil- 
ner's decisions. 
Thereupon he was 


hauled into the conrt room aud, with- 
out trial by jury, was convicted, fined 
§100 aud sentenced to imprisonment 
for three days. 


"There is involved in this matter a 


principle much 
broader 
than 
the 


validity of the first amendment to the 
constitution, that amendment which 
provides that 'Congress shall make no 
law 
* * * abridging the freedom 


of speech or of the press.' 
This prin- 


ciple is nothing less than the principle 
upon which our whole theory of gov- 
ernment is founded. 


"Though often obscured today, the 


hypothesis out of which the constitu- 
tion grew is the hypothesis that^ all 
government depends upon the consent 
of the governed. 
It is therefore true, 


under the constitution, that the officers 
elected by the people or appointed by 
the people's delegates, are not, and of 
right ought i ot to bo, immune from 
public discussion aid criticism of their 
official acts. 
Or (to apply the general 


to the particular) a judicial officer, 
while ho must of course be invested 
with sufficient dignity and authority to 
preserve respect for his oflico, cannot 
be relieved from responsibility to the 
people. 
It is plain that this responsi- 


v bility implies that fcbosn to whom ho is 


respouiible are permitted to think and 
to express their thoughts concerning 
the manner in which he uses 
the 


powers for the use of which he is re- 
sponsible. 
This conclusion not only is 


just in logic, but also is justified by 
experience, both early and recent. 


"Of late the idea has sprung up that 


appointees of the President, by ztnfl 
with the consent of the senate, are 
answerable to the President and senate 
only, whereas tlio fact is that they 
derive their functions from the people, 
through the President and senate as 
agents, and that they are ans\vorablo 
to the people.

ia due; to it is duo the 


growing feeling that, as sach news- 
papers as the Evening Post express it 
the courts have become the chipf, if 
not- the solo bulwark against 'the 
aggressions of tha mob' (i.

Mr. Chandler Speaks For Gen- 


uine Bimetallism. 


SHOULD FAVOE SHVEB. 


an Eloquent Appeal of Nearly 
Hour* the New Uamushli'o Sena- 


tor Score* tho .Member from Sou til 
Dakota For Bolting the St. touU Con- 
vention and Spicy Caiitrover»y Ennuen. 
Washington, Feb. 17.—Senator Chan- 


dler's speech in the senate in advocacy 
of bimetallism was one of tho notable 
efforts ol the present session, not only 
lor the scholarly manner with which 
the senator presented the 
question 


from his standpoint, but for tho bitter 
•arcasm addressed to Senator Palmer 
and the Indianapolis convention, tne 
arraignment of silver 
Republicans, 


•who bolted the St. Louis convention, 
and for the dramatic personal ex- 
change between Mr. Chandler and Mr. 
Pettlgrew, the latter being one of the 
bolters from the St. Louis convention. 


Mr. Chandler's speech lasted three 


hours and was replete with incident. 
It was an argument against single 
standard of either metal, gold or sil- 
ver, and a warning against a policy of 
monometallism. 


Then the senator turned to political 


phases of the question, speaking in 
turn of Mr. Bryan, of Palmer and of 
McKihley. 


Mr. Palmer sat across the aisle and 


was 
frequently 
addressed by the 


speaker as one who had contributed to 
the election of McKlnley. 


The controversy between Mr. Chan- 


dler and Mr. Pettigrew was one of the 
hottest personal episodes the senate 
has had in some time, the South Da- 
kota senator declaring that Mr. Chan- 
dler's statements relative to the viola- 
tion of pledges at 
St. Louis were 


wholly and absolutely false. Mr. Chan- 
dler did not modify his statement, but 
mutual explanations restored cordial 
relations. 


The peroration of Mr. Chandler was 


an appeal to the incoming president 
and his advisers to heed the needs of 
the people, particularly on the money 
question, and a warning of speedy po- 
litical disaster certain to follow delay. 


The early part of the speech was a 


presentation 
of 
the 
principles 
of 


finance, the senator arguing against a 
single standard of either metal, silver 
or §old. 


He traced the gradual demonetiza- 


tion of silver, the closing of our mints 
against the silver dollar In 1873; the 
eflorts to restore silver, and the seri- 
ous blow'struck by England against 
Silver in closing the Indian mints. But 
It remained for Secretary Carlisle, the 
senator declared, to strike tbc most 
fatal blow at silver, in issuing his or- 
der that the government would redeem 
its paper obligations in gold only. 


By that act Secretary Carlisle struck 


out of une a vnst amount of silver and 
drew on the depleted world's supply 
of gold and gave the final blow to sil- 
ver.

the demonetization of silver, bimetal- 
lism must now 
begin
